ARGENTINE CONFEDERATION.—We regret to 
learn from Mr. Milne, Agent in this republic, that 
he was unable from sickness to labour during the 
month of November. At the time of his writing 
his health was improving, and he hoped soon to 
resume his labours. Still the time was not all lost. 
The colporteur labouring under Mr. Milne had 
been at work with good success. He had dissem- 
inated 113 copies in Rosario, and 121 in San Nic- 
olas. This place is situated on the river Parana, 
in the northern extremity of the province of Buenos 
Ayres, and about eighty leagues from the city, 
This is an inviting field of labour. The people 
purchased the Word readily, and some were found 
to stand up in its defence when attacked by the 
enemy. 
_Mexico.—We have received from Mr. Hickey, 
the Society’s Agent in Mexico, a tranélation of the 
imperial decree, giving him free permission to sell 
Bibles and Testaments. The decree says, ‘There 
is no legal reason fagprobibit the sale of said 
books, in consequence of the ample toleration which 
e present government professes.” Mr, Hickey is 


therefore proceeding in his work with alacrity. | 
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GREECE.—We have received further accounts 
from Rey. George Constantine, as to his Bible tour 
in Northern Greece. In many places he met with 
great encouragement. In a village, though it was 
dark when he arrived, in one hour he sold books 
to the value of nearly one pound. For further par- 
ticulars we refer to an extract from Mr. Constan- 
tine’s letter, in another column. 

Inp1A.— We have received from Rev. G. R. Wil- 
der, of the Kolapoor Mission, an account of a work 
of Bible colportage performed by himself, in which 
he distributed books granted by this Society. It 
was an interesting work, which we hope to relate 
at some length in another place. It must suffice 
here to say, that he purchased with funds granted 
by this Society ninety-six Bibles, 178 Testaments, 
and 204 portions, making altogether 454 volumes, 
and distributed 562 volumes, having had some on 
hand from a preyious grant. We ought to add, 
that the mission employed a colporteur for two 
months, paid by funds from a friend in England, 
while Mr. Wilder laboured one month personally. 

Mapura, Inpra.—We have gratifying accounts 
of Bible distribution under the auspices of the , 
Madura Mission. The Rev. Wm. Tracy sends us 
a gratifying letter, extracts from which we lay be- 
fore our readers in another column. From this it 
appears that attempts are now made, and wisely 
we believe, to introduce the practice, instead of 
universally giving, of selling the Scriptures to those 
who are able to pay. We trust this will succeed, 
though we are well aware that it must be intro- 
duced judiciously. 

Brazi..—The work of Bible distribution in Bra- 
zil still proceeds, though we cannot say with any 
marked success. The colporteur at Bahia contin- 
ues at work, and has sold 143 Bibles and 152 
Testaments, making in all 295 volumes. His work 
was hindered by the non-arrival of books in proper 
season. He laboured partly in Bahia, and partly 
in the country, where he visited about twelve 
towns and villages.

The following extract from the journal of a col- 
porteur labouring in behalf of this Society has 
been sent us. It will be read with interest b 
many: :

_Colporteur.—If you would compare these Bibles 
with your Latin Bible, you would find them sub- 
stantially the same.

P.—You have no right to ask what the Church 
will not say. The Church only can interpret the: 
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Bible, and to avoid errors, permits only the use of 
the Vulgate. 

O—And why permit the use of the Latin Bible 
only, when the people do not understand Latin ? 
St. Paul says: “Now, brethren, if I come unto you 
speaking with [unknown] tongues, what shall I 
profit you?” “So likewise ye, except ye utter by 
the tongue words easy to be understood, how shall 
it be known what is spoken? for ye shall speak into 
the air.” So you priests, you speak into the air. 

P—Show, me where St. Paul speaks thus. 

I presented to him the 14th chapter of 1st Co- 
rinthians; but instead of reading the passage, he 
looked for the title of the Testament, and seeing 
there the name of Diodati, he threw the book on 
the table, saying, “O, certainly, the author is Dio- 
dati, a heretic, and he can only utter heresies.” 

I endeavoured to make him understand that the 
translator was not the author; that the author of 
the passage in question was St. Paul; that in read- 
ing the Word of God it is not necessary to have 
regard to the character of individuals; and be 
sides, if he wished to compare the version of Dio- 
dati with the Vulgate, and with that of Martini, 
he would find this passage the same in all. 

“No, no,” he replied m a Joud voice, “Diodati 
was a heretic, and he could have said nothing 
good; and you are a heretic, since you sell these 
infamous books.” 

“Very well,” said I, “smee you insult me thus, I 
inyite you to a discussion in presence of the popu- 
lation of this place. You may come with the Vul 
gate and the translation of Martini, and I will come 
with Diodati; and we shall see, and the people 
shall see, that in the three Bibles it is forbidden to 
preach the Gospel in an unknown tongue, and that: 
all have the right and the duty to read the Word 
of God. If you are a man of honour, you will

“No,” he answered, “‘I am not such a fool as to 
discuss with heretics,” and saying that he went 
away, followed by the reproaches and whistling of 
the people, who had heard our conversation, and 
approved of what Ihad said. A shoemaker who 
was working near me immediately bought a Bible, 
and began to read it. Should this be the only 
fruit of this discussion with the priest, it was not 
in vain. 

A priest came to examine my books, and very 
soon exclaimed, “The Bible of Diodati is not cor- 
rect; if is falsified.” I asked him to prove it to 
me; but he only repeated the accusation, without 
any proof. I then said to him, “It is your doc- 
trine that is false, and I will prove it to you. In 
your Latin Bible, and in the translation of Martini, 
as in that of Diodati, the decalogue contains ten 
commandments.

The priest did not appear to know what to 
reply, and went away, pale and angry. The peo- 
ple who were gathered about us said the priest was 
in the wrong. Following this conversation, sey- 
eral books were sold, which I trust will be read, 
and bring forth some good fruit. 


CEYLON. 

Through the kindness of Rey. E. P. Hastings, 
we have just received additional extracts from the 
journal of Mr. Tappan, who is labouring as a col- 
porteur in distributing the Scriptures in the vicin- 
ity of Jaffna, Ceylon, a few of which we here give 
to our readers :. 

After stating that on a particular day he had 
visited fifteen houses, and addressed fifty persons, 
in carrying on his work, he says: “In an old mis- 
sion bungalow, where a native Tamil school is 
kept, I met a company of young men, who were 
listening to certain Tamil classics. They were ad- 
monished of the importance of acquiring religious 
knowledge. They treated me kindly, and heard 
me attentively. In a large compound I found 
several houses near each other, which were occu- 
pied by fishermen. When they heard me speak on 
the unworthy manner and views with which peo- 
ple in general attend the heathen festivals, one of 
them replied that they were induced to do so be- 
cause the character of their gods was worse tha 
that of their worshippers.” ' 

During the month of August Mr. Tappan visited 
279 houses, addréssed 928 persons on the subject 
of religion, sold twenty-two portions of the Scrip- 
tures, and distributed gratuitously twenty-three 

prtions. During the month of September he vis- 
ited 263 houses, addressed 893 persons, sold six- 
teen portions of the Scriptures, and gave away 
nineteen portions; while during the month of Oc- 
tober he visited 400 houses, addressed 1,411 per- 
held six Bible meetings, sold twenty-nine _ 
portions of the Bible and donated twenty-six por- 
tions. In all, except a very few cases, he was re- 


| ceived with kindness and a marked degree of re- 


by the great majority of those whom he 


spect, and 1 é 
addressed, his statements respecting the Holy 
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Scriptures and the Christian religion were listened 
to with evident dissatisfaction at their own relig- 
ious system, connected with the desire to “learn of 
a more excellent way.” 

In his record for the 4th of October, he says: 
“Most of the persons whom I addressed heard me 
with marked attention. Some of the more sensi- 
ble among them acknowledged that the principles 
of their own religion were altogether wrong, as 
well as absurd, and admitted that if they should 
continue to come in contact with the truths of 
God’s Word, they should certainly embrace Chris- 
tianity.” . 

In his record for the 5th of October he says: 
“One old woman cursed heathenism as a most ru- 
inous religion; while another declared that they 
were all in such a wretched state that it was im- 
possible for them to get out of the terrible thral- 
dom in which, as a people, they are held. <A few 
persons said that they had never before heard such 
a pure doctrine as that which I showed them was 
taught in the Scriptures.” 

Under date of October 19th he says: “I have 
to-day had an interesting conversation ‘with the 
father of one of our best educated men. He has a 
good opinion of Christianity, and manifested a de- 
sire to hear more about the Bible, and especially 
about the mystery of the incarnation of our Lord.” 

In this way this indefatigable labourer is en- 
deavouring to scatter in the field committed to his 
charge “the good seed of the kingdom;” and evi- 
dences are continually arising to show him that 
his “labour is not in vain in the Lord.”

MADURA—INDIA. 
EXTRACTS OF A LETTER FROM REV. WM. TRACY. 
Mavuora, Dec. 14, 1864. 
We have been making an effort the past-year to 
induce the people to pay something, however lit- 
tle, for the Scriptures which we offer them. The 
price we fix is exceedingly small; but we hope that 
what is paid for will be preserved with more care, 
and read with more interest, than if it had been 
received gratuitously. Our success has not been 
very great, but perhaps it is as much so as we 
could expect at the outset, and the habit once form- 
ed of paying for books will be of much value. Some 
object to paying, on the ground that they have 
heretofore received them gratuitously; others say 
that the Queen of England has sent these books to 
be distributed freely among the people, and that, 
the catechists and others are demanding money on 
their own account; but some pay willingly. A 
few days ago, at a great feast held annually, about 

a mile from my house, one little fellow was buying 
several Gospels, and was asked if he intended to 
destroy them. He replied very earnestly, “No, in- 
deed. Ishall take them home, and read them all.” 
Several women brought their little boys to see if 
they could read the books; and finding that they 
could do so, bought portions of Scripture to take 
home with them, One heathen man, after hearing 
a few verses read from the Sermon on the Mount, 
said, “That is just what I want; let me have five 
or six of them;” and bought several Gospels and 
other books. . 

- Our catechists frequently report cases of interest, 
of which I can mention but a few, and those in the , 
briefest manner. One lad, when buying two por- | 
tions of Scripture, remarked that he had read these 


books in the mission school, but when he left the 
school his parents had torn up his books, saying, 
that if le read them he would become a Christian, 
“But,” said he, “I haye kept in my mind what I 
read in school.” 

Another lad purchased a portion of Scripture, 
saying that by reading the fables of the Shasters, 
and believing in yain gods, the people were going 
to destruction. : 

A Brahmin bought a diglot copy of Luke, with 
the remark, that he and his son were continually 
studying the Scriptures. 

A bazaar-man in Madura, whose house had been 
burned down, came and bought a portion of Scrip- 
ture to supply the place of those he had purchased 
before, but had lost by the fire. 

One of the mission brethren remarks: “ Many 
Brahmins have bought both tracts and portions of 
Scripture, Fathers who could not read themselves 
have in many instances bought them for their chil- 


dren, and many haye bought portions of Scripture 


as reading books.” 

Another brother says: “I met a man last even- 
ing coming from his field with a copy of the 
Psalms in his hand. He is of the Shief caste, and 
about fifty-five years of age. He often comes to 
see me, attends church on the Sabbath, and ap- 
pears truly interested in reading and hearing the 
truth.” 

Catechist David, of Naducotta, goes from time 
to time to the houses of three high caste men, by 
their invitation, and reads to them the Bible in 
course. One of them requested him, after read- 
ing, to pray with him. 

In the village of Pavadyputty several Brahmins 
are reading the Bible daily, and often ask the cat- 
echist to explain to them what they have read. 

I might multiply such instances, but will men- 
tion only one more. In the village of Palavanattam 
a man of the Retiy caste has been for six years past 
a rigid devotee. He renounced the society of his 
family and friends, practised various austerities, 
among others wearing constantly, day and night, 
a heavy iron cage fastened over his head, and tak- 
ing but a single slight meal once a day. On ac- 
count of his austerities he was greatly reverenced 
by the people, and, as may be supposed, he was 
‘very hostile to Christianity. During the past year 
he has read our books, and conversed freely with 
our catechists. He has now relinquished some of 
his heathen practices, forbids the people address- 
ing him as a divine person, and reads and com- 
mends the Scriptures to the Brahmins. He is read- 
ing the New Testament through in course, always 


carries his Christian books with him, and places. 


them carefully under his head when he lies down 


to sleep. May the Lord make him a brand plucked 


out of the burning !

the end like the leaven that leavens the whole 
lump. 2. That the people, although more ignorant 
than those of the Peloponnesus, yet are not preju- 
diced like them against the Scriptures, and that 
with proper management one might succeed not 
only in introducing them into the schools, but in 
putting them into the hands of the people them- 
selves, thus furnishing them with the means by 
which alone Greece or any other country can 
prosper and become really great. 3. That the peo- 
ple of these parts, at least of Northern Greece which 
I passed through, are. willing to discuss religious 
subjects, and are ready to hear the opinions of 
others. I had a very interesting talk in the mar- 
ketplace, Levadia, on the object and the scope of 
the Bible, with a man who wished to procure a 
Bible for his son, not indeed to read, but to hang 
. around his neck to ward away the evil spirits; and 
although he went away apparently unconcerned by 
my remarks, he still heard patiently all I had to 
say on the subject. 

The recognition of the Bible by the Greek Church, 
as the rule of faith and practice, is a strong foun- 
dation on which a Bible colporteur can work; yet 
the enmity of all the bishops is such, as to render 
colportage in Greece, for the present at least, a 
very difficult and discouraging task. Still the 
Bible must be introduced, and its friends ought to 
persevere in their efforts, and be willing to suffer 
for its spread.

NEW YORK BIBLE SOCIETY. 

The New York Bible Society celebrated its for- 
ty-first anniversary with appropriate services on 
the evening of the 12th of January. Its receipts 
during the past year amounted to $23,514 69, and 
its disbursements to $22,354 77. . Its labours for 
the same period have been unusually -extended, 
and accompanied with the most satisfactory re- 
sults. In the supply of soldiers it has accomplishel 
a noble work. The United States army recruiting 
station in the city, and the forts in the harbour, 
have all been thoroughly supplied with the Scrip- 
tures. In the military hospitals at Willet’s Point, 
Fort Schuyler, Blackwell’s Island, and in the city 
proper, and among the recruits in the various 
camps and soldiers going to the front, the society’s 


agents haye liberally distributed the Word of Life. | 


Riker’s Island, Hart’s Island, Park Barracks, and 
Battery Barracks have all been regularly visited 
and supplied, while at the Jersey City Ferry and 
Pier No. 1 several thousands of soldiers were put 
in possession of this sacred gift. At Hart’s Island 
as many as one thousand copies of the Scriptures 
were given to soldiers in a single day; while 8,300 
-yolumes were distributed at the Jersey City Ferry, 
and 14,000 volumes at the Park and Battery Bar- 
racks. The total distributions of the society, 
among this class alone, during the year, amounted 
_to 465 Bibles and 61,271 Testaments. ; 
_ “You supplied me with a Testament three years 
since,” said a pious young soldier to the society's 


distributing agent, “as I passed through New York 
with a Massachusetts regiment, I spent the two 
succeeding years in open profanity, and joined 
with zest in the ribaldry and licentiousness of the 
camp. Ona sick bed I was led to consider my 
ways, and spent all my time in reading my Testa- 
ment, and crying for mercy. While reading the 
Epistle to the Romans, I felt my sins forgiven.” 

During the year, the society has distributed 
8,471 copies of the Word of God in our own and 
in foreign vessels of war; supplied 1,200 vessels 
engaged in commerce, giving to sailors not less 
than 17,778 volumes; distributed 26,482 volumes 
among the 182,296 emigrants which landed in the 
port of New York; placed 2,585 volumes in the 
criminal and humane institutions in and about the 
city; visited 39,554 families in the city, finding 
5,539 of them destitute of the Scriptures, and sup- 
plying 2,762 of these, or a little over one half of 
them, either by gift or sale. To Sunday and in- 
dustrial schools, in hotels, to the police and fire 
departments also, the society has granted liberal 
supplies of the Scriptures. The total issues of the 
year amount to 131,175 volumes, at a cost of not 
far from $25,000. One hundred and twenty United 
States vessels of war were supplied by the society 
with the Scriptures, besides four Italian, two Span- 
ish, one French, two Swedish, and four Russian 
vessels of war. On the Russian frigate Alexander 
Newsky, the society’s agent sold 200 copies of the 
Scriptures. Captain Melander, commanding the 
Swedish Corvette Vanadis, said to the distributing 
agent, “ You may feel assured that this expression 
of fraternal feeling towards the Christian people 
which [f represent will be duly appreciated.” A 
sailor_on one of the Spanish vessels, having looked 
at the Bible which the distributer gave him, threw 
his arms around his neck, and kissed him for the 

itt. 
a “Tam so happy to find the Word of God here 
in my own language!” said a young German, who 
had just landed on our shores, to the society’s 
agent; “In my first letter home I will write what I 
haye now seen. God bless you and your society!” 

“T am a Romanist,” said another person from 
abroad who had received a copy of the Scriptures, 
“but must admire your friendship for foreigners. 
T have travelled in England and on the continent, 
but I have never been met in this way before. 
Your book I will carefully preserve.” 

“My husband generally goes away and drinks,” 
said a young Catholic woman to one of the soci- 
ety’s agents whom she met in the street; “ but last 
Sunday he staid at home, and read the Bible from 

morning till evening.” 

A young soldier who had received. a Testament 
from the society, and was mortally wounded in 
one of the late battles: in Virginia, spent much of 
his time in reading it. At length he died in the 
triumph of Christian faith, saying, “Oh! there is 
| nothing like the religion of Jesus Christ.” 

In this manner is this noble auxiliary scattering 
on every side “the good seed-of the kingdom,” 
and gathering up, even in this life, the glorious 

| fruits of its toils. But few persons, even in the 
city of New York, have any proper appreciation 
of the magnitude of the work which it has under- 
‘taken to accomplish, or any proper knowledge of 
its efficiency, or of the wonderful success with 
| which it is prosecuting it. It is strictly a young 
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men’s Bible society, its constitution providing that 
none of its officers or managers shall be “less than 
twenty-one or more than forty years of age;” it 
has a very able corps of officers and managers; it 
has fourteen standing committees, a committee for 
each of the religious denominations represented 
in the society, and a committee to look after the 
interests of the society in every ward, as well as 
one for every Protestant church co-operating with 
it in the city. Several devoted and efticient agents 
are continually employed in carrying out the de- 
signs of the society, under the direction of its 
standing committees; and an amount of substan- 
tial good is by this means statedly accomplished, 
which but few understand. It has a most import- 
ant field under its charge; and a careful perusal of 
its annual reports, and especially of its last, will 
satisfy any one that it is nobly meeting its respon- 
sibilities. Ifa copy of these admirable documents 
could find their way into the hands of all the citi- 
zens of this great metropolis, as well as the citi- 
zens of our country at large, we are satisfied that 
it would gratify, and encourage to a still larger 


liberality towards the Bible cause, all the patrons || 


and friends of this Institution. Most earnestly do 
we bespeak for this auxiliary the hearty sympathy 
and substantial co-operation of all the churches, 
and of all Bible lovers, in the city of New York. 
The young men who are managing the New York 
Bible Society are earnestly prosecuting a work in 
which all the piety, the philanthropy, the influ- 
ence, and the pecuniary resources of this great city 
ought to be enlisted.

RESOLUTIONS. 

1. Resolved, That it continues to be the desire 
of the South Western Bible Society to co-operate 
with the American Bible Society in diffusing the 
Word of God, as He shall bestow upon us the 
means and the opportunity. 

2. Resolved, That we rejoice at what is being 
done by the American Bible Society in circulating 
‘the Scriptures through their agencies and the 
Christian Commission ; and that, upon the appli-

The remaining resolutions relate simply to the 
forwarding of this paper to the Christian Commis- 
sion and the ministerial association of New Orleans. 


ARMY AND NAVY. 


FROM OUR EASTERN ARMY AGENT. 

We have received from Rey. W. H. Gilbert, our 
army Agent, a very interesting report. We regret 
that we cannot give it in full; but the following 
extracts will exhibit his work: 

SUPPLY OF THE SCRIPTURES, 

Through the power of your publishing establish- 
ment, producing its nine volumes per minute, you 
haye been able to meet the demand for the New 
Testament. I think that in no part of my field 
have the delegates of the Christian Commission 
lacked an adequate supply for their distribution. 
This is not saying that every soldier, who would 
have been glad of a Testament, has been furnished. 
Far from it. I usually test this matter by taking 
copies with me wherever I moye among the sol- 
diers; and I always find men, except in some of 
the hospitals, who are not supplied, and anxidus to 
obtain them.# 

For instance, on the 22d of February I celebrated 
Washington’s birthday by riding along the line of 
our breastworks, between the Appomattox and 
James Rivers, in company with a brother delegate 
from Connecticut. As we rode into an encamp- 
ment of troops, the men would soon gather around 
us in a crowd, eager to devour the contents of our 
haversacks, which contained Testaments and other 
reading matter. Sometimes in such an assembly 
we would conduct a short religious exercise while 
giting on our horses. 

Most of the men we met had not heard preach- 
ing for many months, and seemed to welcome once 
more the voice of sacred song, remarks, and prayer. 
During a half day’s ride, I gave away about forty 
Testaments, all I had, besides many tracts and 
small books. May God sanctify the seed thus scat- 
tered, to the speedy and eternal salvation of men, 
who are every hour exposed to be ordered to the 
deadly charge. . 

On the next day, through wind and rain, with 
rubber blanket, felt hat, and umbrella, I started 
from Point of Rocks for the extreme right of our 
lines, crossing the James at the lower pontoon 
bridge. This time my route was back from the 
front lines and encampments, but I was constantly 
meeting soldiers and teamsters'on various errands, 
With the practised eye of a soldier, they all seemed 
instantly to recognize my rdnk and position from 
my C. C. badge. They appeared to look upon me 
as their friend, and I found it easy to get into 
conversation with them, Many were wholly desti- 
tute of the Word of God, and when I offered them 


a Testament, it was taken with a smile, and other 


i 
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expressions of gratitude evidently sincere. My 
store was exhausted long before I reached my des- 
tination at New Market; and I felt sad to pass 
without supplying men who were destitute of this 
treasure. 

I think in my whole tour I did not give away a 
Testament to any man who did not say he had 
none, and would endeayour to keep it carefully, and 
read it, or something to that effect. 

Sometimes Christian men who haye lost this Book 
have been unable to procure it for many months. 
I met a Christian soldier near the James River, who 
very thankfully received a Testament; and when 
I asked him how he had been able to get along 
without it, he replied, “It is hard, gut I have 
been unable to get one since I lost mine in the 
battle.” 

It seems next to impossible, with all the dili- 
gence of the delegates and chaplains, to have the 
army completely supplied, while the war lasts. 
There are many who do not seem to understand 
that they can obtain a Testament by applying to 
the Christian Commission, who, if they knew it, 
would thus supply themselves; and there are oth- 
ers who, from pride, or some other foolish reason, 
would not care to send for one, who would, never- 
theless, gladly accept and cherish, and occasionally 
read one if brought to them. 

There is an increasing demand among the sol- 
diers for the Old Testament ; and while it may be 
wise to withhold it from general distribution among 
men liable every hour to a charge or weary march, 
it sometimes operates rather hard. 

It is the general opinion of local agents at the 
front, that more small Bibles should be furnished. 
A large proportion of the men have transportation, 
and, therefgre, could carry them. Probably there 
are eight thousand, or more, of this description in 
the army of the James. : 

Many men are very desirous to have them. A 
Christian soldier came to brother Parker, at Point 
of Rocks, and begged a Bible, saying he had read 
his Testament through since he had been in the 
war fifteen times. Brother Parker was obliged to 
deny him. The man wept; and many times have 
men gone away from the agents of the Christian 
Commission, weeping and exclaiming, ‘“ What! 
can’t get a Bible of the Christian Commission !” 
Most of the agents gave me similar testimony to 
that received at Point of Rocks. 


INFLUENCE OF THE SCRIPTURES. 


This of course can never be fully measured till }, 


the judgment day. Of one thing, however, we are 
certain, that vast and beneficent results are con- 
stantly proceeding from them. Said one, whose 
facilities for observation have been unsurpassed, 
having been with the army from the commence- 
ment of the Christian Commission enterprise: 
“Nothing does so much good in the army as the 
circulation of the Scriptures. A great many souls 
are converted by them.” 

Allow me to cite one or two examples which il- 
lustrate this: A man by the name of C——, of the 
ist Maryland regiment, had been a wicked man, 
Singularly, he took a fancy that he would like to 
read a Bible, and requested a Christian acquaint- 


ance to obtain one for him, which he did through | 


our excellent brother Chase, of the fifth corps sta- 
tion. CO——took it, and began toread. He gtad- 
ually became more and more interested and sol- 
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emn, and at length was led, by its Divine power, 
a penitent to Jesus’ feet. 

A Bible, contributed by a little girl, was given 
by brother Fritts, of the New Market station, to a 
soldier of the signal corps, and its perusal was 
blessed to his salvation. 

A delegate, from Massachusetts, found Lieut. 
Loomis, of the 146th N. Y., a warm-hearted Chris- 
tian gentleman. He came to the war impenitent. 
On the night of the 16th of last August, he stood 
at his post, doing picket duty, among dead bod- 
ies—the fruit of the day’s carnage. On the morn- 
ing of the 17th, he was ordered to advance. In 
doing so, he found beside the body of a rebel, a 
Bible stained with blood. He picked it up, It 
bore upon its leaves the prints of bloody fingers. 
The hand that made those finger-prints lay cold in 
death. That scene where the dying man (not- 
withstanding his probable delusion in some re- 
spects) drew light and comfort for his passage 
through the dark valley from the sacred Word, 
was pictured to his mind, and he resolved to try 
himself the virtue of those heavenly Oracles. He 
began to read the Book, and was induced to sur- 
render himself to the authority of its divine Au- 
thor, and has since experienced the joys of peace 
with God. 

In one tent, where there were four men, two of 
them went to the meetings, and became hopefully 
converted. Without opposition from the other 
two, they commenced reading the Bible and pray- 
ing in their tent. One of them, a short stout man, 
whom they called “Chubby,” was accustomed to 
read for them, At length Chubby was sent to the 
front. When the hour of worship next came, his 
companion, not willing to give up the exercise, or 
to conduct it entirely alone, asked his comrades 
who should read the Bible for them. ‘ Will you, 
William ?” “No,” was the reply, ‘I can’t read the 
Bible, I never did.” 

The other tent-mate, who was a very profane and 
wicked man, responded—* I will; I ought to. My 
mother taught me to read it; and it would have 
been better for me if I had always obeyed her.” 
And the tears flowed, as he took the Book and read 
a chapter. When he had done, his pious compan- 
ion knelt to pray, and he knelt too; and when the 
other had prayed, he followed, and then and there 
gave himself to Christ, and commenced a Christian 
life. . 

There are many cases of which little else can be 
said than that the naked “Sword of the Spirit,” 
attended as it always is, in the army, by God’s 
impressive providence, has become “the power of 
God unto salvation.” 

PRECIOUSNESS OF THE SCRIPTURES. 

One or two examples under this head may not 
be amiss: In one of the meetings at City Point, a 
soldier said that he had been trying to serve Christ 
for about six months. He had been trying to in- 


/duce all his company to come to the meeting and 


seek religion; and had persuaded eleven to come. 
He drew his Bible from his pocket, and said he 
had read it through three times since he began to 
serve Christ, and he would not exchange it for all 
other books that could be collected. eestince 
At City Point hospital, a soldier was near his 
death, and requested that some one would read the 
Scriptures and pray with him, A delegate came 
and began to read the 23d Psalm, When he had 
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read the fourth yerse—‘Though I walk through | 


the valley of the shadow of death, I will fear no 
evil: for thou art with me; thy rod and thy staff 
they comfort me.” ‘“ Stop,” said the soldier, “read 
that verse again.” The delegate did so. “Read 
it again,” said the dying man. It was read the 
third time. He then took the precious Volume in 
his hand, opened it wide and gazed at it for a mo- 
ment, then laid it open upon his breast, folded both 
his arms tightly over it, and there held it till “the 
rod and the staff” had comforted him to the other 
side of the “ valley.” 
THE NAVY. 

There is an earnest effort on the part of the 
Christian Commission to reach the navy with the 
Bread of Life, and much good is being done. But 
very much remains to be done. 

A Christian Commission delegate makes it his 
business to visit the gunboats, from City Point to 
picket lines on the Appomattox and the James 


Rivers, and always finds, as he told me, a cordial | 4

reception. Testaments, tracts, and papers are glad- 
ly received. 

At Portsmouth a similar work is being done. 
On the 19th ult. I had the opportunity of sharing

_grace, by preaching on board the Powhattan, un- 
der the command of Commodore Schenck. This 
distinguished officer gives countenance to religious 
services on board his ship by his personal pres- 
ence. He also strictly, but kindly, enforces the 
nayal reculations in regard to profanity and other 
points of morality, I have rarely enjoyed a service 
more than on his ship. 
FREEDMEN. 

This month has furnished me additional facil- 
ities for observing what is transpiring among this 
interesting class of men. 
many cletails, I will say that the progress of some 
of them in education is certainly remarkable. At 
a school in Norfolk, I saw several children, from 
four to eight years of age, who four months since 
did not know a letter of the alphabet, who can 
read in reading lessons with words of two or three 
syllables without hesitation. 

In the Twenty-fifth Corps, before Richmond, com- 
posed of coloured troops, many hundreds of the 
men are receiving instruction ; and the teachers as- 
sured me that it was no uncommon affair for men 
who did not know the alphabet to learn in two 
weeks, so that they could read quite-readily in the 
Testament. Nor is it very rare for them in three 
weeks to read a common newspaper without dif- 
ficulty. They never seem to be weary of study, and 
no one knows how Jong they would sit to be 
taught, unless called away by some other duty— 
probably from 6 o'clock, A. M., to6 P.M. There 
is a great call for Bibles in that corps. 

In Hampton, the principal of the coloured school 

thinks that there is some member of nearly ever 
one of the thousand or more families of eaniitaitand 

‘that can read, and that those who have not Bibles 
should be supplied with them. There is a similar 
demand in Norfolk and Portsmouth. Thus, you

The stated meeting of the Managers was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday, the 6th |, 
instant, at half past three, P. M, James Lenox, Esq., 
; President, in the chair, aed by Wm. Whitlock, 
Jr., Esq., Vice Crengent.. ' 

The death of Wm. B. ‘Crosby, aca one of the - 


oldest Vice Presidents, was announced, whereupon 
the Rey. Dr. Rice was called on to perform the de- 
votional exercises. 

Two new auxiliaries were recognised: 
Wisconsin and one in Western Virginia. 

Communications were received from Rey. Dr. 
Hall, the Society’s Agent at New Orleans, and res- 
olutions from the South Western Bible Society, 
pledging co-operation with the Parent Society ; 
from Rey. James Hickey, Matamoras, in regard to 
his labours in Mexico, and sending a translation of 
the edict authorizing him to sell Bibles and Test- 
aments; from Mr. Andrew J. Milne, Buenos Ayres; 
Rey. A. L. Blatchford, Bahia, and Rev. A. G. Simon- 
ton, of Rio Janeiro, Rev. E. E. Hall, of Florence, 
and Rey. Wm. Clark, of Milan, Rey. G. Constan- 
tine, of Athens, Rev. W. A. P. Martin, D.D., Pe- 
king, Rey. R. G. Wilder, Kolapoor, Rey. HE. P. 
Hastings, Ceylon, Rey. I. G. Bliss, of Constantino- 
ple, Rev. L. 8. Jacoby, Bremen, and others, in re- 
gard to the Society’s operations in Mexico, Brazil, 
Italy, Greece, China, India, Turkey, Egpyt, and 
Germany. Also from the Syriac Mission, com- 
mendatory of Dr. Van Dyck, and the work of elec- 
trotyping the Arabic Scriptures. 

Grants of books were made to the extent of 
76,641 volumes. They were to the American 
Missionary Association; to the United Presby- 
terian Church for Freedmen; to the American 
Sunday School Union for the West; to the U. 8. 
Christian Commission; to the Missionary Society 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Arabic Testa- 
aments for Africa; to the Aiesealirans Tract Society 
for the army; anid to Agents of the Society, and 
others, for army hospitals, including fourteen vol- 
umes in raised letters for the Blind; and 534 vol- 
umes to Mr. John 8. Pierson for distribution by 
captains of vessels to foreign ports. For the Kola- 
poor mmission in India $100 were granted tor Bible 
distribution; and $500 for printing the Psalms in 
Bulgarian. 

On request of Bishop Payne, of the Protestant 
Episcopal Mission in Africa, it was resolved to 
print the Epistle to the Romans in the Grebo 
language. 

A paper on the decease of Wm. Forrest, Esq., 
late a member of the Board, was read by Rev. Dr. 
De Witt and adopted. 

Very interesting remarks were made by Rey. W. 
H. Bidwell, D.D., who has lately visited Russia, 
in regard to the Bible in Western Russia and 
Siberia. : 

This was the last stated meeting of the Board 
for the forty-ninth year of the Seciety’s existence, 
and it was full of interest and encouragement.

WITLIAM FORREST, ESQ, 

The following are the preamble and resolutions 

on the death of Mr. Forrest, which were presented 


one in 
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by the Rey, Dr. De Witt at the last meeting of the 
Board, and unanimously adopted : 

Of the earlier Officers and Managers of the 
American Bible Society, the large majority have 
entered into their rest, and death is continually 
diminishing the number of those who remain. 
the 11th of February last died WiLLtAM ForREst, 
Esq., in the seventy-fourth year of his age. For 
thirty- three years past he has been a Manager of 
the Society, and a member of the Committee on 
Agencies since its formation in 1846. At the age 
of eighteen Mr. Forrest became a member in full 
connexion of the Church of Christ, and through a 
long life adorned that profession, and exerted a 
salutary influence as a member and officer of the 
church. His active life was spent in the cause of 
education, conducting successfully a seminary for 
the instruction of youth, and imparting to it a 
Christian influence which has rendered his mem- 
ory dear to very many. He was deeply interested 
and industriously engaged in many of the objects 
of Christian effort. He was a member, for thirty- 
four years, of the executive committee of the Ameri- 
can Tract Society, was one of the most active ofticers 
and visitors of the New York Sunday School So- 
ciety, and was ever ready to promote every object 
of Christian benevolence, 

He was elected a Manager of the Society in 1832, 
and was chosen a member of the Committee on 
Agencies in 1846. He was remarkable for the 
uniformity and punctuality of his attendance on 
the meetings of the Board and of the Committee. 
¥ absent, which was uncommonly rare, it was well 
understood there was an imperative cause, and he 
was also found at the precise time of meeting on 
the spot. By this constancy of attendance, and 
by the careful attention he paid to the business of 
the committee, he became a most valuable mem- 
ber of it. By the consistent and useful life he led, 
in which his light (opening on the morning) shone 
more and more unto the perfect day, Mr. Forrest 
became greatly endeared and respected in the 
whole Christian community. 

The following resolutions are submitted :. 

1. Resolved, That the Managers of the American 
Bible Society hold in affectionate remembrance 
their late associate, William Forrest, Esq., for his 
consistent and useful Christian course through life, 
and for the valuable services he rendered as a 
member of the Board and the Committee on 
Agencies. 

2. Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions with 
the preamble be’ communicated to the widow and 
family of the deceased.

Auxiliaries visited, 184$ Bible meetings attended, 
178; Bible society anniversaries attended, 45; aux- 
iliaries or branch societies organized or revived, 
25; Bible society sermons and addresses delivered, 
247; letters and circulars relating to the Society 
sent out, 2,858; miles travelled on the Society’s 
‘business, 12,172; amount collected by the Agents 

in the form of donations, $12,082 83; amount re-|}

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ceived by them from the sale of books, $4,884 70; 
amount paid by them into the treasuries of auxil- 
iaries, $2,902 98; amount of subscriptions secured, 
but not yet paid, $2,070 50; number of families 
visited, 16,432 ; number found destitute, 530; num- 
er of destitute families supplied, 269; number of 
destitute individuals supplied, 294; number of 
Sabbath schools supplied, nine, etc., etc.

REPORTS OF AGENTS, 

Rey. Mr. Berse, of Connecticut, says: ‘The 
churches in Hartford are continuing the canvass and 
supply of that city with great energy, through the 
agency of Mr. Denton; one result of which is a greatly 
increased interest in the Bible cause.” He speaks of 
the Sharon, the Derby, the Norwalk and Vicinity, and 
the South Norwalk Bible Societies, as auxiliaries of 
great activity “nd efficiency. “The month of Feb- 
ruary,” he says, “‘was full of pleasing results to our 
Cause in this field.” 

Rey. Mr. Dre Puy, of WesTERN NEw York, in the 
course of a very interesting monthly report of his la- 
bours, says: “‘The most important Bible work of the 
month in this district has been put forth in Buffalo, 
The officers of the city society, after listening to an 
appeal made in behalf of the Parent Society, unani- 
mously resolved to sanction and encourage the circu- 
lation of a special Bible subscription throughout the 
whole city. At their request, I have secured the sery- 
ices of a prominent and highly esteemed citizen to en- 
gage in this work. Articles explaining the work of 
the society have been handed to the editors of the city 
papers, and spread before the public. On Sabbath next, 
all the city pastors affiliating with us will call the spe- 
cial attention of their congregations to the object; and 
most of them, perhaps all, will present some interest- 
ing Bible facts with which they have been furnished. 
To-day I have had struck off, for the use of the pastors, 
the stirring letter of Dr. Patterson, recently published 
in the Bible Record, in advance of its publication in the 
city papers. I mention these things in this detailed 
manner, because they indicate a class of means for the 
promotion of the Bible cause, which, if successful here, 
will be employed as soon as practicable in every part of 
this district.” 

We would respectfully suggest to our excellent co- 
labourers throughout the country, whether it would not 
be well for them to make a note of this statement. 

Rev. Dr, SHELDON, of New Jersny and DELAWARE, 
reports, for the month of February, having visited five 
of our auxiliaries, attended the anniversaries of two of 
them, and delivered thirteen sermons and addresses per- 
taining to the Bible cause, The societies throughout 
his field are in a very prosperous condition, the churches 
generally are becoming increasingly interested in our 
work, and evidences are abundant that the district which 
has given this Society two Presidents, and so many 
prominent patrons in days gone by, under the judicious 
and persevering labours of Dr. Sheldon is fully ep: 
ing up with the line of its antecedent history. 

Rey. Mr. WeLpurn, of Western Kentucky, fur- 
nishes us gratifying evidences of progress in the Bible 
work in the field under his charge. The obstacles in 
the way are still very great; but the friends of the Cause 
are numerous, and in due time they will enlist once 
more in its prosecution with all their former zeal and 
energy. ‘We have nearly completed arrangements,” , 
says Mr. W., “for a thorough exploration and supply. of 
Louisville city and Jefferson county, in connexion with 
a very efficient Sabbath-school organization.” by 
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Rey. Mr. Tiron, of Cenrrat Onro, among other 
items of interest, gives us an encouraging account of a 
visit which he made to Camp Chase, near Columbus, in 
the month of February, in connexion with the Rev. Mr. 
M‘Caskey and Capt. Myers. ‘In no instance,” says he, 
“have I witnessed such demonstrations, by the soldiers, 
of interest in the Scriptures, as on that oceasion; and 
I left, feeling that I could realize but little the great 
importance of the work we are doing for humanity, by 
Christianizing the patriotism of this nation.” 

Arrangements are still kept up, we are assured by Mr. 
Tilton, for the full supply with the Scriptures of all our 
soldiers, and of all prisoners of war, at that important 
post. “Not long since,” says he, “we distributed five 
hundred Testaments in thirty minutes, not one soldier 
refusing to accept of the gift.” 

Rev. Mr. Smirn, of NorRTHWESTERN OHIO, says: 
“During the month past, we visited 861 families in my 
field, fifty-one of which were found without any portion 
of the Word of God. All of these, however, I am happy 
to say, were supplied, excepting three families. We are 
performing here, to a considerable extent, a missionary 
work ; and I look upon it as one of the most important 
features of a Bible agent’s responsibilities, that he is 
‘ealled upon to give the Bible to these who would never 
be supplied by any other means, and to read the sacred 
Book and pray with families which are living in log cot- 
tages in the secluded parts of our country.” 

Rey. Mr. Lorp, of Inxrots, reports 7,959 families vis- 
ited during the month of February by Bible distributers 
in his field, of which 174 were found destitute of the 
Word of God. The amount remitted by him to the 
Parent treasury during the same period, both from sales 
and donations, was $3,678 78. 

Rev. Mr. Wricut, of Missourt, writes: “ During the 
month I have visited eleven auxiliaries and Bible com- 
mittees in ten different counties. This State is large, 
and but sparsely populated; so that our auxiliaries are 
often separated by ‘magnificent distances.’ Seven of 
the auxiliaries visited were on the track of Price’s invad- 
ing army, and in the bounds of each of them I heard 
tales of the tender mercies of the invaders. If I had 
remained at home, I never should have imagined one 
half that has been told me. If these men had loved 
Bibles as well as goods and greenbacks, not a single 
Bible would have been left. As it is, our books and 
papers are badly scattered and damaged. I can only ask 
such officers as chance to remain to gather up the frag- 
ments, and render as good an account of them as prac- 
ticable. In an open box, in an unoccupied house by the 
‘wayside, and twenty miles distant from the auxiliary to 
which I suppose they belong, I recently found Bibles 
and Testaments in a damaged condition, and no one 
could give me their history, nor how they came there. 
If it were anything of less value than the Bible, I might 
perhaps advise you to suspend our work, and withhold 
the precious gift until some more peaceful period; but 
_ while men of the world so cheerfully run risks, and 
“Jabour for that which is not bread,” shall we hesitate 
to cast the Bread of Life upon these troubled waters, 
when we have the Divine assurance that we shall “find 
it after many days ?” 

Rey. Mr. BARDWELL, of Wisconsin, writes: “ During 
the month of February, the receipts from my field were 
larger by far than during any preceding month of the 
year; and upon the whole, I think that I shall be able 
to exhibit results, for the entire year, considerably in 
advance of those during the year preceding.” * 

- Rey. Mr. Jones, of Iowa, writes us: ‘The agent 
whom I sent to investigate the facts in regard to the 
German communities in Iowa county, says, ‘ There are 


. 
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seven colonies of Germans in this county, and they are 
wielding a strong influence, They are all Bible readers, 
a part of their weekly services being made up of Scrip- 
ture reading. They use Luther’s edition of the Bible, 
and receive all their Bibles from Germany, keeping up 
a good depository at a central point in the colonies. 
There are considerable settlements of persons of Welsh 
descent in the county, and they are generally readers of 
the Bible, using King James’ version, and co-operating 
with the American Bible Society. Besides these, there 
are some Danes, who also use King James’ version, 
In the midst of these different classes, there are some 
Germans who have broken away from the religious 
usages of the colonies, and follow a certain prophet who 
falls upon his face from time to time, and professes to 
receive revelations directly from heaven. In the col- 
onies regular preaching is maintained, and the people 
appear to be honest and frugal in all their ways.’ ” 

Several other important statements Mr. Jones makes 
in his report, and closes with these words of encourage- 
ment: “The good work of Bible distribution seems to 
be going steadily on in this State, and the interest of the 
people here in the Bible cause is evidently deepening 
and widening.”

REPORTS OF AUXILIARIES, 

CONNECTICUT. Suaron BrsrzE Sociery held very 
interesting anniversary services on the 4th of February, 
when an address was delivered by the Rev. H. Beebe, 
Agent of the American Bible Society for that State. 
The annual receipts of the society amounted to $193 40; 
of which $145 was paid to the Parent Institution as a 
donation. 

NORWALK AND VICINITY BIBLE Society reports hav- 
ing received into its treasury during the year, $388 88, 
and made a donation to the Parent Society of $290 65; 
besides supplying its own field with the Scriptures, and 
holding a balance of $63 47 for future contingencies. 

STRATFORD FEMALE BrBiE Society received into its 
treasury last year $98 06, all of which, excepting $8 06, 
was sent as a donation to the Parent Institution. 

NEW YORK. Sr. Lawrence County BisiE Soct- 
ETY has during this last year employed the Rey. P. Mon- 
tague to canvass and supply its field with the Scriptures. 
In prosecuting his work he visited 2,121 families, and 
found sixty-four destitute, only four of which refused 
the gift when it was offered to them. 

BurraLo City Brsie Sociery sent last year to the 
Parent Society for Bibles, and in the form of donations, 
over $1,500; and since its organization, besides supply- 
ing its own field with the Scriptures, it has forwarded, 
at different times, donations amounting to more than 
$12,000. A Buffalo paper says: “It has made liberal 
appropriations also to the Mission Sunday schools of the 
city, and to the Bethel cause, for the supply of sailors 
and boatmen doing business there. Noiselessly though 
its work has gone forward, it has nevertheless accom- 
plished most important results, which can scarcely be 
estimated in the present life.” 

ScHonaRrip County BisLE Society has closed. an- 
other year of successful labour, having paid to the 
Parent Society for Bibles and Testaments $207 48, and 
in the form of donations, $468 82, The society has 
books in its depository to the value of $201 25, and a 
small surplus of money still in its treasury. The anni- 
yersary services were held in the village of Schoharie, on 
the 4th of October, when an appropriate sermon was 
preached by the Rev, Nicholas West, of Sharon Springs. 

'OnonpDaGa County BrBie Socrsry received into its 


‘treasury during the past year $1,329 01; expended for 
| Bibles and Testaments, $508 16; and made a donation to 
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tion of $189. — 
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the Parent Society of $244 16; while it still has a bal- 
ance of over $500 in reserve for future contingencies. 
The society held its twenty-fourth annual meeting in 
Syracuse, on the Ist day of February. 

NEW JERSEY. Campen County Breie Society 
held its fifteenth annual meeting in the city of Camden, 
on the 16th of February, when addresses were delivered 
by the Rey. Messrs. Green, L, C. Baker, and Geo, Shel- 
don, D. D., the Agent of the Parent Society for New Jer- 
sey and Delaware, During the past year the society 
paid $784 39 for Bibles, and $250 as a donation to the 
Parent Institution. 

KENTUCKY. Lovtsvinin AND VicInity BIBLE So- 


crery, during the nine months previous to the 28d of | 


October, sold and donated the Scriptures to the value of 


$1,163 96, in the following languages, to wit: English, | 
German, French, Spanish, Dutch, Italian, Swedish, and | 


Portuguese. Contributions were received for the Bible 
cause during the same period, to the amount of $1,133 95. 
The stock now in its depository is valued at $1,919 58. 

OHIO. Harpry County Brsue Society received in 
the form of voluntary contributions last year $804 50, 
and made a donation to the Parent Society amounting 
to $300. The number of families visited-was 1,319, and 
the number found destitute fifty, of which all, excepting 
nine, were supplied with the Word of Life. 

Oxrorp Brpup Society closed another year of suc- 
cessful labour on the 15th of February. ‘The Citizen,” 
of Oxford, says: ‘‘The treasurer’s report showed that 
the amount paid over to the American Bible Society was 
nearly twice as great as last year, and considerably 
greater than during any previous year of the society’s 
existence.” : 

Deriance County Brsie Sociery reports haying 
thoroughly canvassed and supplied its field during the 
past year, 1,120 families having been visited, and thirty 
found destitute; all of which were supplied with the 
Scriptures excepting three. 

Youne Men’s Brsie Society or Cincinnati held its 
twenty-ninth anniversary on the 9th of January, when 
addresses were delivered by the Rey. J. M. Reid, D. D., 
editor of the Western Christian Advocate, Rev. Wm. 
Herr, Agent American Bible Society for Southwestern 
Ohio, and Mr. Tilton, of the New York Independent. 
The society’s receipts for the year amounted to $9,722 26; 
its sales of Bibles and Testaments to $5,550 70; and its 
donations of books to $2,482 30. The number of yol- 
umes issued by the society during the year was 36,098, 
while its total issues since its formation amount to 
369,126 volumes, It has books still on hand in its de- 
pository to the value of $1,863 45. In its extended la- 
bours, which were never prosecuted with greater ear- 
nestness than last year, it not only supplied the vast res- 
ident population of its field, but it made special efforts 
to supply all soldiers who were quartered there, or who 
were passing through the city, as well as the multitude 
of boatmen who visit the city, connected with both the 
rivers, and the canals. This vigorous auxiliary occupies 
a most important position, and right earnestly and suc- 
cessfully is it endeavouring to meet its corresponding 
responsibilities.
